The 
Fermi reactor will be the only 
privately-financed reactor in the 
world having the unique ability of 
making more fuel than it uses 
while, at the same time, produc- 
ing. heat-energy for steam-electrie 
power generation. 

Following installation of the re- 
actor vessel and associated equip- 
ment at the Fermi site, APDA 
will mechanically operate the re- 
actor, with conventional rather 
than nuclear fuel, as a test facility 
for about one year, beginning in 
February, 1959. During this time, 
full-scale reactor components will 
be tested under non-nuclear oper- 
ating conditions. Nuclear fuels 
will not be used until the entire 
installation has been thoroughly 
tested to meet the AEC’s rigid 
safety and health requirements. 
The issuing, by the AEC, of an op- 
erating permit is contingent upon 
these requirements being met.
